The Community Club movement is 
making good headway in the pro- 
vince of Manitoba under the able 
supervision of Mr, F, C, Middleton, 
organizer. A large number of clubs 
have been formed, Below we give 
copy of constitution, which gives an 
idea of how beneficial clubs can be to 
the community in which they are 
formed, 


A general committee shall be elect 
ed composed of one or more repre- 
sentatives of the various organiza- 
tions or sections represented in the 
elub, 

Standing conimittees, with conven- 
ers as above stated, and drawing two 
or more of their number from the 
general committee, may be appointed 
as follows: 


1, 


(a) To arrange for local debates 
and secure speakers from time to 
time who shall deal with public issues 
and matters of social welfare gener- 
ally. , 


Public Forum Committee— 


(b). To co-operate with the exten- 
sion department of the agricultural 
college and the university, 

(c) To encourage the formation, 
tise and upkeep of a community lib- 
rary, using the schools as headquart- 
ers wherever feasible. 

(d) To arrange for an annual ad- 
dress from the local member of par- 
liament, preferably before the open- 
ing of the legislature. 

Note—It is distinctly understood, 
that while contentious public issues 
may be discussed on thoir merits, the 
community club will not allow its 
forum to be used for the purpose of 
party propaganda. 

2. Better Business Commiitee— 

This committee shall be composed 
of farmers and business men, and 
shall take under review the following: 

(a) Local marketing conditions and 
possible improvements; good roads 
campaign.

Electricity has been called on to 
aid the big Canadian fruit growers to 
conserve the products of their vast 
orchards. At the outbreak of the 
war government experts were — en- 
aleavoring to find some way of har- 
vesting, packing and shipping the crop 
overseas that would avoid the heavy 
loss from rotting. Solid and sound 
apples and pears, picked and handled 
with care, reached their destination in

The experts began their search for 
a remedy in ‘tle soifs, in the trees 
and in the methods of culture, They 
could discover nothing wrong in 
these- respects.

a total of 5872. Eleven specia 
trains were despatched within 7 
hours and a half, and a civilian 
special was also sent forward car- 
rying about 200 passengers 
There was an unusually large 
amdunt of baggage to be handled, 
but this is regarded as one of the 
best troop movements since the 
first of the year. 

On April 23, the Belgic, with 
3320 officers and troops aboard, 
came in a @ay ahead of schedule. 
sig-hundred of these, passengers 
were dispersed from Halifax, but 
the remainder were moved out 
over C.N.R, rails in seven special 
trains. 

The handling of these 49,009 
troops and civilians by special 
train movement is regarded in| 
Canadian railway’ circles gener-! 
ally as a thighly satisfactory per-| 
‘formance, but it reflects especial 
credit upon the staffs of thé old 
Government lines which are now 
the Maritime Provinces portion 
of Canadian National Railways. 
The railway service is keenly re- 
sponsive to the great obligation 
of handling such large bodies of 
troops over long distances by rail. 
There is also a desire on the part 
of the trainmen to facilitate the 
possible speed,-and the men in 
the operating departments espe- 
cially as carrying, and, will con- 
tinue to carry, heavy responsi- 
bilities until the last troop ship 
and the last body of Canaéian 
troops have ween cleared from the 
ocean ports.
